INOCULATE  YOUR  PEAS  AND  BEANS 

MULFORD’S  PURE  CULTURE  may  now  be  had  in  gar- 
den size  bottles  for  garden  peas  and  beans.  This  culture  will 
do  for  your  peas  and  beans  just  what  it  does  for  alfalfa  and 
clover.  The  growth  of  the  vines  will  be  heavier  and  the  size 
of  the  pods  increased,  and  there  will  be  more  pods.

NO  MYSTERY  ABOUT  INOCULATION 
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Tomato,  Pepper,  Eggplant,  Cabbage,  and  Cauliflower  seeds  should 
be  started  early  in  hot  beds  or  boxes.  Pepper  and  Eggplant  will  re- 
quire more  heat  than  others.  If  these  beds  or  boxes  are  not  main- 
tained at  proper  temperatures  the  seeds  will  not  germinate.  They 
will  require,  also,  a proper  amount  of  sunlight.  Sunshine  prevents 
mold.  Do  not  sow  too  thickly;  give  the  seedlings  room  to  develop. 
The  Cabbage  beds  or  boxes  should  be  only  moderately  warm. 

Cauliflower  plants  must  be  ready  to  set  out  early. 

If  you  will  dress  your  Pepper  plants  with  a little  thoroughly  slacked 
lime  and  poultry  manure  you  will  be  surprised  with  the  yield. 

Cucumber,  Melon,  and  Squash  are  sometimes  planted  in  cans  from 
which  the  bottoms  have  been  removed  and  set  out  as  soon  as  the 
outside  soil  is  sufficiently  warm.  They  must  be  very  carefully  handled 
and,  of  course,  the  roots  must  not  be  disturbed  in  the  transplanting 
process. 

Carrots,  Parsnips,  Beets,  and  Turnips  require  a rich  soil  for  perfec- 
tion. The  soil  sfiould  be  well  pulverized  and  not  disposed  to  pack. 
If  too  much  manure  is  used  the  bulbs  are  likely  to  be  pitted,  rough, 
and  irregular  in  shape. 

Early  Radishes  require  a very  loose  and  very  rich  soil.  Under 
proper  conditions  Leifer’s  Dixie  White  Tip  has  been  produced  for 
market  in  twenty  to  twenty-five  days.

Bone  Meal  is  quite  an  aid  to  promote  root  growth.  Nitrate  of 
Soda  is  useful  to  increase  leaf  growth.  It  is  very  powerful  and  should 
be  used  with  care.  The  use  of  slaked  lime  is  to  loosen  heavy  soils. 
It  also  counteracts  acidity,  or  sourness.  It  will  render  a sandy  soil 
able  to  hold  a larger  amount  of  water.  Don’t  forget  about  spraying 
to  prevent  plant  diseases  and  insects.  An  ounce  of  prevention  at  this 
point  is  worth  a ton,  or  two  tons,  of  cure.

The  ideal  method 
would  be  to  plow  deeply  in 
the  winter  and  keep  well 
tilled  until  February,  then 
sow,  drag,  and  roll  thor- 
oughly.
